Chinese suffragettes today at­ 
tacked the quarters of the Na­ 
tional Assembly. They routed 
the statesmen, smashed win­ 
dows, and wrecked the interior 
of the building. 
The women were enraged 
'because the resolutions grant­ 
ing them franchise rights al­ 
so ptaced certain restrictions 
on their right to vote. 


The attack was 
unexpected. 
The 
women crowded the assembly build­ 
ing corridors, rushed past the door­ 
keeper, denouncing th© resolutions as 
discriminating against the majority of 
Chinese women because of the edu­ 
cational test prescribed. They Inau 
ga rated a tree fight by pulling balr 
and scratching faces. The would-be 
suffragettes 
hurled 
chairs 
through 
windows, destroyed hundreds of of­ 
ficial papers and rushed tho streets 
from the buMdk|X£ swimming. 
The police attacked them in the 
streets and a second 
fight 
ensued. 
Several were roughly

and 
many were arrested. ‘It is believed 
the outbreak was inspired 
by

His text was: “God hath made of 
one blood all nations of men, for to 
dwell upon the faoe of th e 'earth; and 
hath determined the times before ap­ 
pointed, and the bounds of their hab­ 
itations, th at they should seek the 
Lord, lf haply they might feel after 
Him and And (Him." 
(Acts xvii, 20, 
27.) He said:— 
I 
My text Is taken from Saint Paul’s 
address to tho Athenians, whom he 
found so religious thnt they had erect­ 
ed an Idol to every known deity, and 
then one prominently “to the un­ 
known God.” 
The words of my text 
have been repeatedly borne In upon 
my mind la my sojonrnlngs of the 
past four months. 
I marveled as I 
perceived the thoroughness of the di­ 
vision of the human family as a re ­ 
sult of the confusion of language. 
Conditions Now Changing, 
It should not surprise us to find at 
this time great changes imminent 
amongst the peoples of the whole 
world. The bounds of human habita­ 
tion and the barriers of language are 
rapidly yielding because of tile times 
of Divine appointment which have 
been reached, the period mentioned in 
Daniel’s prophecy as “The Time of 
the End.”

(1) The first sign of The Time of tho 
End wu8 to be, “Many shall run to and 
fro.” 
How wonderfully this prophecy 
is fulfilled before our eyes today! 
Its 
fulfilment has been In progress, espe­ 
cially, for fifty years, and it is less thaa 
eighty years since the first locomotive 
was built. The nations, first separated 
by diverse languages, hove kept well 
within tho bounds of their habitations 
until now; suddenly we have a running 
to aud fro in fulfilment of this prophecy 
which is amazing! 
The various na­ 
tions and languages are being scatter­ 
ed all over the earth. 
(2) The next step in the prophecy 
marking The Time of tho End of this 
Age is. “Knowledge shall be increas­ 
ed.” The general Increase of education 
amongst all classes is a logical result 
of the commingling of humanity and 
the lessons of comparison and compe­ 
tition being learned. 
Suddenly, as 
though in obedience to the Divine com­ 
mand, nation after nation has made 
schooling free; aud more, have made it 


waking up! 
Personal rights nud na­ 
tional lights are everywhere being dis­ 
cussed. The schools of India are said 
to be turning out a million graduates 
in the English language every year. 
The Chinese also are introducing Eng­ 
lish schools. W hat will be the results? 
Enlightenment? Yes! Godliness? No! 
Contentment? 
No! 
Dissatisfaction, 
war, strife, anarchy, are coming to the 
world by leaps and bounds, as a re­ 
sult of general education and the 
breath of liberty, because not backed 
by reverence for God and His will. 
The** Days Will Ba Shortanad. 
(3) The third item indicative of The 
Time of the End of this Age is: "The 
wise shall understand;” not the world­ 
ly-wise, but those wise toward God. 
And so wo find it today. 
While the 
great and the learned and the masses 
are rapidly drifting iuto heathenish 
darkness, away from the Bible, God’s 
saintly few. of every nation and de­ 
nomination, are gradually seeing more 
clearly the teachings of the Scriptures. 
(4) As a result of the fulfilments of 
Nos. I and 2, we see nearing us, por­ 
tentously, No. 4: "There shall be a 
time of trouble such as never was 
since there was a nation.”
